_ Pernars the moft fyftematic attempt to 
fereen, Calvin frorn the odium which his 
malignant and cruel treatnient of Servetus 
has {9 defervedly brought upon him, is that 
of Dr. Paul Henry, of Berlin, who; in his 
work on d ke Life and Times of John Cal- 
vin, of which Dr, H. Stebbing has recently 
fayored the public with an Englifh tranila- 
tion, enters, largely into the fubject, and 
‘does not hefitate to ftarid forward ,as the 
advocate. of “ the, great Reformer,” and to 


“ avow his conyiction that thjs conftitutes the 


crowning act of his life ; 


Many af Calvin’s friends,” fays he (vol, ii) p. 
169), “would, fain have feen this period of his 
hiftory. wholly obliterated ; and there are others, 
‘who could conceive the idea of writing his life 
without entering into any particular a¢cdtnt of the 
“dffair Of Setvetus. “donot agree with them. It 
is here that) Calvin, appears! iim his real! character; 
and a nearer! confideration of .the proceedings—— 
examined, that is, from, the. point of view fur- 
nifhed by the age when it took place—will com- 
pletely exonerate him'from blame.”

Nothing can) be further from the inten- 
tion of the: prefent writer than to difpute 
the affertion ‘‘that Calvin,” as regards the 
part which he took in this tranfaction, ‘f ap- 
-peats in his real character :”’ but, it was.the

the firft clafs, without one. humane-or re- 
deeming quality to divef it. of its criminal- 
ity or palliate its enormity. The defence 
refts mainly upon the legal and theological 
feeling of the age ; but, upon this principle, 
there! is-no atrocity, recorded: in the annals 
of; perfecution, which may not be juitified. 
Je will, therefore,:-be a fatisfaction ta every 
reader of unperverted mind to be informed 
‘that the tranflator difclaims all participation 
in the feeling which dictated this: defence, 
and expreffes his difapprobation of Calvin’s 
conduct: toward Servetus im the following 
unqualified terms ; 


‘* Anxiobs ashe has been: honeftly to preferve 
the! tharpeft features of the‘ original, ‘the tranfator 
may. be, permitted, he trufts, to guard, himfelf 
againft the. chance of mifceprefentation as to. his 
own views or opinions. ~ He begs, then, that it 
may be -underftood, that it is. chiefly, om -adcount 
of its hiftorical valuethat he has défired to make 
this work known. to. Englith readers.. He. hata 
moft fincere refpett for the piety and eminent tal- 
ents. of the author; but neither his regard for Dr. 
Henry, ‘nor his. profound.admiration of Calvin, in 
the general features of his ‘character, and fublimie 
zeal, has altered his views on the fubjects to:;which 
the ,has: here, more efpecial. caufe to refer.\y De. 
Henry has, defended-Calvin, in the cafe.of Serve- 
tus, with, admirable ability ; but the tranflator be- 
lieves, ftill,.as he-has-ever believed, that when men 
enjoy fo large a: meafure of light and: wifdom as 
Calvin. poffeiied, they cannot: be juftified, if guilty 
of, perfécution, becaufe. they lived) in times when 
wicked and vulgariminds warred againft the rights 
of human.confcience,| -If,@alvin, hddiprayed to be 
fet free from the bondage which made him a per- 


ecutor;’ his otherwifeofpotlefs reputation: would 


icharadter, be it obferved, of a perfecutor of ave been unftained.by the one blot which disfig- 
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ures it. Perfecution is oppofed to the effential 
principles of Chriftianity. Nothing can juftify it, 
under any form or pretence whatfoever, as long as 
the Gofpel is acknowledged to be divine.” (Tranf- 
lator’s Preface, pp. vi., vii.) 

It is unneceflary to add a fingle word 
to this well-merited cenfure from the pen 
of one of Calwin’s moft ardent admirers; 
for, while ‘ample juttice is dodé¢é/ Kis geri 
eral character, and to his efforts in behalf 
of what he deemed Chriftian truth, his con- 
duct as a perfeeutor is: placed’ in ‘its true 
light; and fhown to be utterly inconfiftent 
withthe fpirit of that religion’ of which, 


but for his recklefs conduét in this inftance, - 


he might have been’ regarded, by the ene- 
mies no lefs than: the: friends of his theolo- 
gical fyitem, as one of ‘the brighteft: orna- 
ments, But all, whofe navural feelings are 
not ‘perverted by feétarian zeal, will join 
with Gibbon in denouncing the conduét of 
a man who, under the guifecof religion, 
could violate every principle of honor and 
humanity; and avail: himfelf of’ the influ- 
ence which he derived fromchis uffice \asia 
Chritian minifter, and, his high, pofition as 
a Chriftan reformer; to devife, if not to 
perpetrate, one of the fouleft«murders’ re- 
corded in the hiftory of perfecution

Sandius,.in his'account of the: writings - 
of Servetus, effigns the firlt place to a Dia- 
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logue in Spanith, entitled, Defderius Pere- 


grinus, The Trea/ure of the Soul, or The 
‘Treafure of the Chrifhan Soul. This pi- 
ous but myftical little work has been tranf- 
lated from the Spanifh into the Italian, 
French, German, Dutch, and Latin; and 
publifhed again and again in almoft every 
couadtry, ef Burope. Its real aftthor. wass 
Spanifh"monk, of the order of St. Jerome; 
and it is difficult to imagine any other rea- 
fon why it fhould have been fathered upon 
Servetus, than! thé citéatmftanee of its hav- 
ing firft appeared in Spanifh, which was his 
native language, _ 
Of the genuine writings’ of Servetus, ‘the 
followmg account, it: is hoped, will not 
prove unacceptable to, the reader, although 
it-has been anticipated, in fome meafure, 
by the former part of the prefent article : 
1. On the Errors of the Trinity, Seven 
Books, by Michast Serverus, dias Reves, 
a Spaniard df Aragon. 1831, 8vo." “The 
Latin title of this work i3 as follows: De 
‘Trintats Erroribus Libri Septem : Bis 
Michaélem Serveto, alias Reves, ab Ara- 
gonta Hi/panum, Anno MDxxxt. “It was 
publifhed at Hageriau, in Alface, as appeats 
‘Bom Setyetus’s. own confeflion. The com-

When, it. was, known ,that fach a work was 
in exiftence, no.efforts were. {pared ) by; the 
civil and: ecclefiaftioal; authorities to opre- 
vent it from “gettin Sokal whan’ Ae 
cording to Peter’ Addiphus Bo feri, tam 
copies mai bornt 1 PaaNbi Tat Ai, 
which found their way to Ratifbon, were 
carefully’ collected’ and deftroyed by fohn 
Quintana, fectetary ‘and- corifeffor ‘tothe 
Emperor Charles V.- Grtotius chad! aceefs 
toa cépy at Rotterdam; fuppoed to have 
Been thé one in’ manufeript feen by Oheif- 
topher Sardis, nd ‘taken from .aiprmted 
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copy once in the poflefiion of Peter Med- 
mannys, and afterward the property of John 
Peffer.. Paris poffefled only two copies, one 
of which was mutilated. :Melanchthon had 
feen the work, as appears from a letter ad- 
dreffed by him to Joachim Camerarius (Ep. 
140); and it has been fuppofed, but with- 
out fufficient authority, that Micreelius had 
accefs to it. Schelhorn informs us. that 
there was a copy in the: library of Prince 
Eugene ; another in that of the Landgrave 
of Heffe Caffel; and a third im the poffef- 
fion of John Wilhelm: Peterfen.: He adds, 
that the contributors to the Berlin Heave- 
Offerings had accefs to one if mot two cop= 
ies. He admits that the confefiar of Charles 
V.fapprefied all the copies which he could 
meet with at. Ratifbon; but fays that we 
have the evidence of no/author of repute 
that thefe copies: were committed: to: the 
flames, andothat the miftake has arifen from 
confounding the work De 7imtatis Erro- 
ybus, with the Chriffiani/ine Refttuto, 
which was burnt at Vienne and Frankfort, 
in compliance with \the requeft of Calvin. 
Nothing. js more) certain, however,» than 
that very few perfons have \ had thegood 
fortune to: obtain a fight of: this mare work.

that, in attempting to develop his views, 
he ftumbled upon dialectical difficulties of 
which he had not a due appreciation,’). Im- 
perceptibly ‘to himfelf, his philofophical 
{peculations led him into inconfiftencies ; 
but his Chriftian piety and Chriitian feel- 
ing, which never deferted him, placed him 
at an immeafurable diftance from Spinoza. 
He was a Pantheift in the fame: fenfe in 
which Paul was a Pantheift. He believed} 
with the great Apoftle of the Gentiles, that 
“* there is One God and Father of all, who 
is above all, and through all, and in us all” 
(Eph. iv. 6); and-his: attempt to give ex- 
panfion and development to this fublime 
fentiment of the apoftle, and to fhow its 
incompatibility with the received ‘doctrine 
of three perfons in the Godhead, was the 
occafion of that» implacable: hoftility. with 
which Calvin purfued him. A‘Dutch tranf- 
lation of the work On the Errors of the 
Trinty, by Renier Telle; or Regner' Vi- 
tellius, was publifhed:in quarto, s.:p. 1620. 
The tranflator profeffed himfelfiaCalvin- 
ift, but was in reality,an Arminian. ' His 
verfion is accurate and: faithful; and often 
conveys the meaning tore plainly than the 
original itfelf When the fenfe is more 
than ordinarily obfcure, fhort» explanatory 
notes: are added in the margin. 

Il. Tze Books of Dialogues concern: 
ing the Trimty. On the. Fuftafication of 
Chrif?s Kingdom, Four Brief Chapters’: 
by Macuatt Servetus, ads Reves, a Shan- 
tard of Aragon, 1532, 8vo, The Latin 
title, which it’ may be a fatisfaction to fome 
readers) to fee, is as follows: Dralogorum 
de Lrimtate Libri» Duo. * De “Gufitia 
Regn Chryit Capitula Quateor : per Mi- 
chaél. Servetovalias: Reves, ab. Aragonia 
Htfpanum. Anno MDxxxu..-olm thefe Di- 
alogues, Michaeliand Petracio aréthefpeak> 
ers; and the Four Capitula treatfirft; On 
Paul’s Doétrine of Juttification ;. fecondly, 
On the Kingdom of Chrift; thirdly, On

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fourthly, On Charity. ;Servetus retracts, 
in this work, what he had advanced onthe 
fubject of the Trinity in: the former. one}; 
but he tells: the’ reader thatthis reafon. for 
fo doing is a‘convi¢tion» that:what he had 
faid was imperfect, not that: it was) falfe. 
This ‘he attributes in ‘part to his.own;want 
of fkill in compofition, and: in’ part to the 
carelefinefs of his printer.» The:fentiments 
of both treatifes areiidentical ; but im the 
Dialogues, more) is faid about the Logos, 
and le{s about the Father, than in the work 
On the Errors of the Trinity, The wri- 
ter’s views on the fubject of Juftification 
are faid to hold»an intermediate place be- 
tween thofe of the Lutherans and thofe of 
the Catholics,» ‘Trechfel has given an ab- 
ftract of the contents of this{econd work of 
Servetus, in his Michael Servet und Seine 
‘orgdnger (8. 103=109). 

Il: Claudius Ptolemwus of Alexan- 
dria’s Exght Books of Geography, from 
the Tranflation of Bilbaldus Pirckheymer, 
now for the Firft Time revifed according 
to the Ancient Greek Copies, by: Macuart 
Vittanovanus, Sc. «Lyons, Melchior and 
Ca/par Trechfel, 1535, fol. In the pref 
ace to this work, Servetus, after giving a 
brief account of Prolemy, and afferting his 
fuperiority as a geographer to Strabo, Pliny, 
and Pomponius'!Mela, goes on to fay that 
he has {pared no pains in endeavoring’ to 
amend the text of his author; and by’ the 
aid of manufcripts, and a careful perufal of 
the works of preceding writers, has facceeds 
ed in reftoring the true.\reading of feveral 
thoufand paffages, The text: of Ptolemy 
is enriched by:explanatory notes, the «ftyle 
of which .is more*claflical: than that of Ser- 
vetus’s two preceding works ion the /f'rini- 
ty.. The volume is alfo illuftrated by maps 
and wood-cuts,’ It was on ‘certain’ exprei- 
fions: occurring: in this:work, that Calvin 
grounded his charge againft Servetus, of 
reprefenting: Mofes as»an impottor, and as 
bringing contempt upon the Jewith religion. 
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The offenfive paffage had been expunged 
in the fecond edition, publifhed in 1542; 
but this availed Servetus nothing on his 
trial, _Allwoerden gives an extended analy- 
fis of. the work} in his Hz/fory of Servetus 
(pp. 158-166), including the paflage above 
mentioned. 

IV. The whole Nature and U/e of 
Syrups diligently unfolded, after the Ex- 
amp e of Galen, Gc. Paris, Simon Coli- 
nus, 1537, 8vo. Allwoerden made fre- 
quent inquiries after this book, but was 
never able to obtain a fight of it. A copy 
of it is faid to be preferved in the Royal 
Library at Kénigfberg, Servetus publifhed 
it under the name of Michael Villanova- 
nus, A fecond edition appeared at ‘Ven- 
ice, in 1545; anda third at Lyons, in 1546. 
The following notice of it, and of the caufe 
which led to its publication, is¢rom the pen 
of Dr. Henry: 


“In the fcience of medicine, Servetus agreed 
with the Greek phyficians, in oppofition to the 
Arabian. The controverfy between thefe. twa 
parties was one of the topics of the day, ..Cham- 
pier, a phydician, and the friend of Servetus, at 
Lyons, attributed, in a writing for Leonh. Fuchs, 
falfe views to the former, and accufed him of in- 
clining rather to the Arabian fyftem. This pro- 
duced an anfwer from Servetus, and as whatever 
he did he did with talent, a very excellent work, 
on the ufe of Syrups, with a review of the Galen- 
ifts and Averroifts, appeared from his pen, at Paris, 
in 1537. This work, as well as the notes on Ptole- 
meus, was written in Latin, and fo excellently, 
that Mofheim ventures the conjeéture that he in- 
tentionally employed a negligent ftyle in his theo- 
logical writings, it being a principle with him that, 
in matters of religion, language fhould always be 
humble.” (Life and Times of Calvin, vol. ii. chap. 
iv. pp. 174, 175.) 


V. The Holy Bible according to the 
Tranflation of Sanctes Pagninus, but’ fo 
revifed after the Hebrew,'and illuftrated 
with Scholia, as to appear a manifefily 
New Edition. ' Lyons, Hugh de la Porte, 
1542, fol. At the end of the volume are 


the words “ Excudebat Chaf/par, Trech/el.” 
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This Bible is extremely rare. Copies of it 
are fometimes to be: met>with in France; 
but they fetch’ very high prices, Calvin, 
in his accufation againft Servetus, alludes to 
itj:and particularly to the note'on Ifaiah 
li, It as evident, from the preface, that 
Servetus thought all the prophecies of the 
Old. Teftament had:a literal and ‘hiftorieal 
fenfe, and received their fulfilment. before 
the time of the Chriftian difpenfation ; ‘and 
that they could be applied to Chrift only 
in a myltical fenfe. Servetus: has fupplied 
few notes'on the Hiftorical Books; but in 
the Pfalms,and Books of the) Prophets: his 
annotations are numerous. Thefe gave 
great offence, not only to Calvin, but to 
the divines of the Catholic Church. | All+ 
woerden has inferted a long and interefting 
account of this edition of the’ Bible, with 
extracts from the Expurgatory Indexes of 
Sotomaior and Quiroga, in his Hi/toria M.

VI. The Rejtituiton of Chrijtiamty. A 
Call to the Chriftian Werld to the Primi- 
tive Principles of the Apoftolic Church ; 
or a Treatife wherein the Knowledge of 
God, of the Chrijtian Faith, of our Fujh- 
fication, Regeneration, Bapti/m, of Eating 
the Lord’s Supper, are perfectly reftored ; 
to the Delwerance of the Heavenly King- 
dom from the Slavery of Impous Baby- 
lon, and the utter Dejtruction of Antichrijt 
with hes Followers. 1553, 8vo. Thisis the 
Rev. Dr. Drummond’s tranflation of the 
title of Servetus’s celebrated Latifi work : 
Chrijranti{mi Reflitutio: totius Eccleha 
Apojtolice ad fua Limina Vocatio, in inte- 
grum rejituta Cognitione Dei, Fide Chrifti, 
Fuflifitationis nojtre, Regenerationis, Bap- 
te/me et Cone Domini Manducationis ; re- 


fituto icmgue nobis Regno.calefti, Babylo- 


nas umpre Captivitate foluta, et Antichrifto 
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cum fas pentus deftructo, WAM PY 
sor Sab Jay Kal éyévero wo- 
Asuog év Tw ovpavw.. MDLIII. ‘The 
work extends over 734 pages, and on the 
laft pageare the letters M.S. V., and the 
date 1553. This exceedingly fearce book 


is'the one which led to the martyrdom of 


its author, and which was bound to his 
thigh when he fuffered at the ftake.» [tif 
fued from the prefs in the month of Janu- 
ary, 1553. © Five bales of copies were fent 
to Lyons, and five to Chatillon, A ftill 
larger fupply was forwarded to Frankfort, 
and others were fent to Geneva. Many 
were burnt at Vienne, 
Robert Stephens, named ‘Thomas, was dif- 
patched to Frankfort, for the exprefs pur- 
pofe of feizing, and caufing to be deftroyed, 
the copies which had been fent thither; 
and few if any of the fupply which had 
been forwarded to that city, efcaped the 
flames. Out of the whole impreffion, con- 
fifting of a thoufand copies, not more than 
five or fix are fuppofed to have been ref- 
cued from. deftruction. | One of thefe for- 
merly belonged to the Unitarians of Clau- 
fenburg, in Tranfylvania. It was procured 
by Daniel Mark Szent-Ivani, during a vifit 
to England, between the years 1660 and 
1668 : and was the parént of feveral man- 
ufeript copies, of which the following’ ac- 
count, by the learned Samuel Crellius, has 
been made public, in a letter addreffed by 
the Rev. Frederick Adrian Vander Kemp 
to the Rev. Jedidrah Morfe, D. D., Janu- 
ary 1gth, 1808, and inferted, with feveral 
others relating to the hiftory of Servetus, 
in the fifth volume of the Monthly Repo/- 
tory. This account of Crellius’s was taken 
by the@uthor of the above-mentioned let- 
ter, as he himfelf informs us} from a manu- 
{cript copy of the one in the Royal Library 
at Gottingen, made by the Rev. J. J. Stap- 
fer, of Berne; in\1775: 

‘©The noble and Rev. Andrew Wachowhki a 
Moftorow, a Polifh knight, and \minifter of the 
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Polifh Unitarian Church at Claufenburg, formerly 
made this copy of the Reftitutio ‘Chriftiani/mi at 
Claufenburg, in Trantylvania, for my father, Chrif- 
topher Crellius, then living in that part of Pruffia 
called Brandenburg, front a printed copy of Serve- 
tus’s book, which D, Mark Szent-Ivani, afterward 
fuperintendentof the Unitarian Churches in Tran- 
fylvania, procured in England, when he was trav- 
elling in that country, between the years 1660,and 
1670. Returning thence jnto Tranfylvania, through 
the Marth of Brandenburg, he lent this’ printed 
book of Servetus to John Preaffius, mini(ter of the 
Unitarian’ Church in, the March, and afterward 
my, father-in-law; which Preufiius partly tran- 
fcribed himfelf for his own ufe, and caufed to be 
tranfcribed in part by Jeremiah Felbinger, and in 
part by another perfon. Before the copy written 
out by Preuffius came into the library of that very 
learned gentleman, Andrew Erafmus a Seidel, 
councillor of the King of Pruffia, I reftored from 
that copy, by my fon’s hand, the laft octernion but 
one in this copy of mine, tranfcribed by Lachow- 
fi, which had been loft through the negligence 
of a friend in Pruffia, before the book was bound. 
But Preuffius’s copy does not everywhere in the 
margin exhibit the pages of Servetus’s printed 
book. That printed book might, perhaps, even 
yet, be found at Claufenburg, in Tranfylvania, 
among the Unitarians.” 

“T wrote this at Kénigfwald, February roth, 
1719." 

** After I had written the above, I met with a 
letter, which Peter Adams, the travelling compan- 
ion of D, Mark Szent-Ivani, had addreffed to John 
Preuilius, on his return toClaufenburg; from which 
I aicertained that the journey above mentioned 
took place betweea the years 1660 and 1668, not 
1670. 

“The manufcript copy, given by me to Seide- 
lius, is now in the poifeffion of the celebrated Ma- 
thurin Veyffiere La Croze, aulic councillor, and 
librarian to the King of Pruiita; not obtained from 
* Samuel Crellius,’.as a late ‘ Hifory of Servetus,’ 
publifhed under the aufpices of the illuftrious Mo- 
fheim, ftates, but from the library.of the deceafed 
Seidelius.”’ [The Hiftory of Servetus here alluded 
to, is Allwoerden’s; and the paffage occurs at page 
181.] 

] made this additional memorandum at Am- 
fterdam, July, 1728.” 


‘© P.S, \I afterward learned} in the year 1735, 
from the illuftrious, Stephen Agh, then a {tudent 
of the Unitarian Church in Tranfylvania, now a 
profeffor in the gymnafium at Claufenburg, that 
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the printed copy of Servetus’s work was not found 
among the Tranfylvanian Unitarians:.for when, 
on the occupation of Tranfylvania by the Emperor 
Leopold, both their churches at Claufenburg were 
taken from them ‘by the Romain Catholics, the 
danger being imminent, they, improvidently fe- 
cure, neglected to remove their library in time 
from the greater pharchy where it was. placed, 
which was therefore taken pofieffion of by the 
Jefuits. M. V. La‘Croze had given his manu- 
{cript copy to! fohn ‘Chriftopher Wolf, preacher at 
Hamburg, from which place he fubfequently went 
to Offenbach ; and after his death, when his books 
were fold by auction at Frankforteo n-the-Maine, 
P. De Hondt, bookieller at the Hague, obtained 
this copy, which ¥ faw in his poffeffion, and knew 
it to be the very one which I had for tner rly pre- 
fented to Seidelius.”

“TI received a letter, however, from the above- 
named illuftrious Stephen Agh, December joth, 
1745, written at Claufenburg, and containing the 
following ‘ftatement:' “When we loft thofe two 
churches, we did not, with the churches, lofe alfo 
the books of the celebrated D. M. Szent-Ivani; 
for, they were not at that time taken to the place 
adjoining the cathedral, in which many books of 


our church weré preferved, and thofe works of 


Servetus, about which [/ wrote, but more efpecially 
the Rejritutie Chriftianifmi, t have not found inthe 
catalogue of his books. If, however, by any chance, 
I fhall hereafter find. them, either in the dibraries 


of our church, or elfewhere,’ etc. 
‘ 


*‘ Thus, all hope has not vanifhed, that a printed 
copy of the Reftitatio Chriftianifmi may fill be 
found in Trantylvania. 

“The manufcript copy,.which Peter De Hondt 
had obtained at Frankfort-on-the-Maine, as we 
have faid above, was fold at the Hague in the very 
laft fummer, A. D. 1745, at an auétion of his books, 
for eighty-fix Dutch florins! Harti ig, a bookfeller 
of Amfterdam, bought it. Peter De Hondt had 
lent this-copy of his ‘to fome one to read. A copy 
of it, made by him, was introduced into a book 
auction at Amfterdam abeut two years fince, and 
coft the purchafer more than a hundred Dutch 
florins.”

From thefe detached remarks of Samuel 
Crellius (which, owing to-their havi ing t bee 
made at different times, and in two cafes after 
long intervals, are not fo clear and conneét- 
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ed as might have been withed), and from 
other information fupplied by the writer of 
the letters to Rt Jedidiah Morfe, the in- 
ference, may. be drawn, that there are pre- 

fumpti vely exifting at leait four manuicript 
copies of the Chr Yfliant/ma Rejlttutro, 

which owe their origin, either direétly or 
indirectly, to the printed copy pracured by 
Daniel Mark. Szent-Ivani, during his vifit 
to this country : 

That of Crellius, 
Lachowski; 

That copied by the Rev, John Preuffius and 
others, and now in the Royal Library at Géttin- 
gen; 

3- That clandeftinely made from De Hondt’s 
cepy; and— 
4. That copied from the Gottingen MS. by the 

J. J. Stapfer, of Bern. 

Bock ftates that the library of the celebrated 
Jablonfki, ean of divinity in the Uni- 
verfity of Frankfort-on-the- Oder, once con- 
tained an elegant manu{cript capy of the 
Chritians/ima “Reflitutio, i in folio, made at 
Clautenburg, in Tranfylvania ; but whether 
this was one of thofe already mentioned, or 
fome independent copy, does not appear. 

A printed, copy of this celebrated work 
is faid to have been fecreted..by Colladon, 
one of Servetus’s» judges, © After patting 
through the library of the Lardgrave of 
Heffe’ Caffel, this copy came into the pof- 
feflion of Dr. Richard Mead, ithe celebrated 
phyfician (Sigmund’s Unnoticed Theories of 
Servetus, p. 22),'who made a prefentiof it 
to M. De Boze, fecretary.to the Academy 
of Inferiptions and Belles-Lettres at Paris, 
an office which he held for thirty-feven 
years. In the Authentic Memonrs of Rich- 
ard Mead, M. D., which are a tranflation 
from the Eloge upon him in the Journal 
Britannique ‘of 1754, conducted by the 
elder Maty, the following paflage occurs in 
reference to this copy :

«His reputation not only as a phyfician, but as 
a fcholar, was fo univerlally eftablithed, that he 
correfponded ‘with all the principal diterati in Eu- 
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rope. Mr. De Boze, whofe lofs the learned world 
lament no lefs than the academy to which he did 
fo much honor, kept up the ftricteft correfpond- 
ence with the Dottor. He frequently received 
from him fome valuable piece for the cabinet of 
the King of France, and never failed of making 
him a return of the fame kind. The. fcarce and 
perhaps the only copy of Servetus’s laft book, 
patfed from the fhelves of our Englifh worthy to 
thofe of his friend abroad, in exchange for a thou- 
fand prefents he had received from him.” (Pp. 
55, 56.) 

This copy is now at Paris, and is ‘the 
one confulted by M. Emile Saiffet, in draw- 
ing up a feries of articles on Servetus, lately 
publifhed in the Revue des Deux Mondes. 
That; writer fays: 

* Our Royal Library fortunately poffeffes one of 
the only two copies of the Reftitution du Chriftian- 
i/me which it is faid have efcaped deftruction. It 
is a curious circumftance that this is the identical 
copy of which Colladon made ufe when he ar- 
ranged with Calvin the proceedings againft Mi- 
chael Servetus. It ftill bears in its margin the 
damning marks which that penetrating and in- 
flexible theologian infcribed upon it. It was 
{natched from-the flames by fome unknown hand, 
and we can obferve in its blackened leaves the 
marks of fire, It is trom the pages of this vol- 
ume, full of tragical mementoes—by means of 
thefe lines, in parts half effaced by the ruft of age, 
in parts obliterated and reduced to afhes by the 
flames—that we have attempted to extract the 
buried thoughts of the facrificed uuthor.” (Chri/- 
tian Reformer, New Series, vol. iv. p. 271.) 

A third printed copy of the Chriyhan- 
~~ Reftitutio once exifted at Baile; but 

ather Simon informs us that this was trans- 
ferred to Dublin. Gerard & Maftricht men- 
tions a fourth copy, which he had feen and 
examined, in the public library at Duyf- 
burgh; but Theodore Hafe fays that, in his 
time, this was no longer to be found. The 
only copy now known to exift, befides the 
one in the National Library at Paris, is in 
the Imperial Library at Vienna; and it is 
not improbable that this is the one which 
formerly belonged to Daniel Mark Szent- 
Ivani, and which difappeared from his li- 
brary in fo myfterious a manner, on the 
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occupation of Tranfylvania by the Empe- 
ror Leopold. 

Reprints of this fcarce work, purporting 
to be copies of the original edition, are 
fometimes to be met with in catalogues ; 
and written copies of it alfo are occafion- 
ally feen in England, as well as on the con- 
tinent.. One of thefe was made for Dr. 
More, Bifhop of Ely, from the printed copy 
in the library of the Landgrave of Heffe 
Caffel; and M. Souverain, author of Le 
Platom/me devoilé, had accefs to another, 

The original manufcript, written by Ser- 
vetus’s own hand, once belonged to Ceelius 
Horatius Curio, It afterward found its way 
into the library of M. Du Fay, with the 
reft of whofe books it was’ fold-at Paris, in 
1725. ‘The purchafer was the Count De 
Hoym, Polifh ambaflador at the French 
court, who bought it for a hundred and 
feventy-fix livres. It was afterward the 
property of M. Gaignat, and was fold, with 
the reft of that gentleman’s library, in 1769. 
What next became of it, and whether it is 
now in exiftence, the prefent writer has not 
been able to afcertain. It was in a very 
tattered and mutilated -itate when “in the 
poffeffion of M. Gaignat. 

For an account of the contents of the 
Chriftiani{mi Reftitutio, the reader may 
confult Sandius’s Bibliotheca Antitrinitart- 
orum (pp. 14, 15); the Monthly Repof- 
tory for 1810 (vol, v.), pp. 526-528; and 
Trechfel’s Michael Servet und /eine Vor- 
gdinger, S. 119-144. ; 

Peter Palmer, a London bookfeller, pro- 
jected an edition of the Works of Servetus 
in quarto, 1723, but was prevented from 
carrying his defign into execution by the 
interference of the ecclefiaftical and civil 
powers, At the inftance of Dr. Gibfon, 
Bifhop of London, John Kent,‘meffenger 
of the prefs, and William Squire, meflenger 
in ordinary, feized the whole impreflion, 
before it was completed; and a very few 
copies efcaped deftruction.

of. For, by the grand Collection of Pam- 
phiets, which was made by Tomlinfon the 
Bookfeller*, from the Latter-end of the 
Year 1640, to the Beginning of 1660, it ap- 
pears, there were publifhed, in that Space, 
near Thirty Thoufand feveral Tracts, and 
that thefe were not the compleat! Iffue' of 
that Period, there is good Prefumption, 
and, I believe, Proofs in Being : Notwith- 
ftanding, it is enriched with near a Hun- 
dred 1] Manutcripts, which no Body then 
(being written on the Side of the Royal- 
zts) would venture to put in Print; the 
Whole, however, for it is yet undifperfed, 
is progreffionally and uniformly Bound, in 
upwards of 7wdé Thoufand. Volumes, of 
all Sizes. . The Catalogue, which .was) ta- 
ken by Marmaduke Fojler, the Auctoneer, 
confilts of Twelve Volumes in Folio,+ 
wherein every Piece has fuch a punétual 
Regiiter and Reference, that the f{mallett, 
even ofa finglée Leaf, may be readily re- 
paired to thereby. They were collected, 
no doubt, with great Affiduity and Expence, 
and not -preferved, in thofe troublefome 
Times, without great Dangerand Difliculty;

Place, out of the Army’s Reach. And fo 
fcarce were. many of thefe. Tra¢ts, even at 
their fir Publication, that King Charles the 
Firlt is reported to have given,ten Pounds 
for only reading ohe of them ovér, which 
he could no where elfe procure, at the 
Owner’s.

extortionate Se//ers,of them. And,if,due 
Ufe were allowed! to. be made, of all that 
are uleful, there would be,no'fuch fhame- 
ful Scarcity among them. Such Collectors, 
would, therefore, do well, I fay again, to 
confider, that: Curmudgeons among Books, 
are as difcoverable as thofe among Bags); 
and that they,may. lofe more Honour and 
Credit, than gain, Wifdom, or, Happinefs, 
by the fruitlels Amafiment and Imprifon- 
ment. of ether. 

The extraordinary, Price of Pamphlets 
aforefaid, would naturally excite our more 
deliberate Enquiry into what has been mott 
extraordinary in the,Contents of them; 
but fo multifarious’are the Subjects, they 
comprehend, thas it cannot be expected I 
fhould even enumerate the fame,,in. the 
narrow Limits of this £pi/lolary. Addre/s. 
What.do. moft) attract the, Attertion of 
Mankind, are, thofe dreaded Scourges, of 
Male-Adminiftration, commonly, tho’ per- 
haps, fometimes too indifcriminately, bear- 
ing the contumelious Denomination of Li- 
beds It matters little whether it appears 
to me Reafonable, or not, that fuch Wri- 
tings, as duly expofe Villany, fhould them- 
felves be-jheld vile; or that fome Perfons, 
who, have, been unjuftly Injurious, by any 
other Means, may not be juftly injured by 
this: But it is obvious to all, who, know 
the Difproportion of Riches and Power in 
the World, that there are Crimes, not. to 
be blafted, and Criminalsinot tobe brand- 
ed by any other Means. And, fince the 
Lathes of Rea/on, will reach where thofe, of 
hie cannot; fince, Truth will project 

efamation from the Actions of oppreflive 
Rulers, as uncontrouledly, as, the Sun.does 
Shadows from opacous Bodies, the Redrefs 
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of the.-Effeét is to be fought for in the 
Caufe:, And we -fhould apply..the Sa/ve to 
the Mznds which received the Provocation, 
not Lmperic-like, feek to ftanch them, by 
binding up the Weapons which returned 
it., Nay, we read that the Emperor Charles 
V. King Frances 1. of France, and even 
Solyman,, the Great, Turk, with Barbar 
rof/a, the Pyrate, and feveral other Poten; 
tates, all condefcended.to become Tributa- 
ries to the Satyrte Mu/e of Pietro Aretino, 
whom, notwithftanding it is not very, prob- 
able, they had any Way’ perfonally exaf- 
perated,*. Some, alfo, in our own Story, 
might be named, who have taken the like 
Methods to affuage the Effects of their dit- 
creditable Conduét : Among whom are not 
wanting thofe, who,,-having | penurioufly 
made their Pla/ler too feanty for. the Sore, 
have rather multiplied) than fubftraéted from 
their own Difgracey and induftrioufly. ex- 
pofed their Folly, by the imperfect. Con- 
cealment of their Vice,» Thefe had not 
the effeCiual Tenderness for their own Rep- 
utation, it feems, even, of the Jwurf) and 
Barbarian; not that exquifite Apprehen- 
fion of this durable:Difcipline, whigh ma 
viftt the Sims of the Fathers upon thew Chal. 
dren, unto the third and fourth. Genera- 
tion ; as, not the Love, fo neither'the Fear 
of Men of Letters, which is noted in one 
of the wifeft Roman Emperors, by the\ Hat 
torian of his Life ;$! and ‘by one.of or own 
Authors, in thefe: Words’:

Thus, Philip Ild’s wicked 
Employment, treacherous Defertion, and 
barbarous Perfecution of his Secretary An- 
toni Perez, wpbraids him, out of that Au- 
thor’s Lebrillo, thro’ all Europe, to this 
Day.t Mary, Queenof Scots, has not yet 
got clear of Buchanan’s Detection.{ Rob- 
ert, Earl of Letce/ter, cannot fhake off Fa+ 
ther Parfons’s Green-coat.§ George, Duke 
of Buckingham, will not fpeedily out-frip 
Dr. Egh/ham’s Fore-runner of Revenge.| 
Nor was Oliver Cromwell far trom Killing 
himéelf| at the Pamphlet which argued 2 
to be no Murdeér,§ lett it fhould perfuade 
others to think fo, and he perifh’ by igno- 
bler Hands than his own. 

In this Manner did fome také-the Lib- 
erty of calling thefe Perfonages to Account 
for their Mifdeeds, even while they were 
And; ‘with regard to that moft 
memorable Ufurper, lait mentioned, thus 
was a celebrated'Writer of oursfor-immor- 
talizing his Name after his Death, “* Wheh 
we fix any Infamy on deceafed Perfons, it 
fhould. not be:done’out of any Hatred to

Is it not a Shame, {aid one of the Compa- 
ny, that this Man, without any Confder- 
ation for your Royal Perfon, fhould dare 
to throw fuch infamous Calumnies upon a 
Queen from whom your Royal Highnefs 
ts defcended? Not at all, replied this in- 
genuous Princefs, for, is it not enough that,

Thus much. for, the ‘Topics and Argu- 
ments arifing from thofe Examples and Au- 
thorities,, which. have occurred, a3, molt 
obfervable, upon this fudden Recollecticn, 
to iIluftrate my prefent Subjects, What 
remains to be {aid of J -amphlets, will, more 
efpecially tegard the prefe nt Undertaking, 
to make a felect. Revival of them. The 
Approbation whereof may be grounded on 
thefe Confiderations, 

fujt; ‘The Regard we owe to the Pref+ 
ervation of Good Writings in general, and 
to their Separation from the, Bad: But 
more in particular to thefe, For,.if the 
Re-printing of good old Bdoks is commend- 
able, much more.is that of good old Pam- 
pAlets; they being}! not, to, mention the 
greater Eafe of the Expence, really more 
in, Want of fuch Juftice, to remove that 
mean Opinion which fome, unread therein, 
have more indiltincily entertaimed of them 
all, becaufe many indeed ‘are but meanly 
written; tho’ the! Proportion i$: not greater 
than in Books: And for thofe Pamphlets 
which really are qwed/ written (as abundance 
fufficient, for any fuch Undertaking have 
been, by the ableit Pens, upon the moft 
emergent Points, however they daily perith 
in. the. common Wreck, tor Want ofa 
helping Hand) they cannot be denied a 
juft. Claim. to this Care. 

Secondly ; Becaufe they \ftand in greater 
Need\.of fuch, Care, than, \Writings® better 
fecured by their Bulk. and, Bindings \do, 
Many good old, Family-Books are defcend; 
ed to-us; whofe Backs and Sides ‘our care- 
ful Grand-fires Buff’d, and. Bofs’d, and 
Boarded \againft, the. \Teeth, of ‘Time, or 
more devouring Ignorance, and whofe

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Leaves they guarded with Braj/synay, Su- 
ver Clafps, againit the Affaults of Worm 
and Weather: But thefe defenfelefs Con- 
duits of Advertifement are fo much more 
obnoxious, by reafon of their Nakednefs 
and Debility, to all deitructive Cafualties, 
that it is more rare and: difficult, for, Want 
of.a proper A/ylam, to meet) with-fome 
Tracts which have\not been Printed Ten 
Years, than swith, many. Books which are 
more than ten ‘Times.their Age. 

Thirdly ; As being the livelieft Pictures 
of their Times, | Pamphlets having‘ this 
confiderable Advantage, that {pringing ufu- 
ally from {ome immediate Occalion, they. 
are copied more directly fromthe Life; sto 
likelier to bear a Refemblance, than any 
mere extended, Draughts taken by arematen 
Light. But being therefore a Kind of Read- 
ing dla Mode, aid the Events, theix Sources, 
fo juddenly giving Way to every frefh Cur- 
rent of Affairs, it is no’ Wonder if thefe 
little Maps of, them are, in like Manner, 
over-borne, and become as traniient as they: 
And yet whenever the Political W heel souls 
into any of its former ‘Tracks, or, prefent 
Occurrences tally with thofe of ipait ‘Limes, 
doubtleis what was thew advanced for the 
Public Good, might nozu. be conducive 
thereto: Whereas the Diforders of former 
‘Times ‘reyive, and the Remedies. which 
were, prefcribed againft them, are to feck. 
many; as well pleafant»as profitable, ‘being 
loft merely for Want of Revival. _. 

Fourthly ; The trueft, Images. of their 
Authors. . For, Pamphlets running {a.often 
upon new, particular, and unprécedented 
Subjects, the Writers have lefs Opportuni- 
ty to commit, and their Writings ‘are less 
liable to admit {uch foul and frequent, Prac- 
tifes of Plagzary, as Books of Matter more 
Various, and : Bulk “more: Voluminons, too 
often exhibit. Befides, the Author being 
more vigoroufly prompted to Agplication, 
by the Expediency of briaging: forth his 
Work opportunely “is urged. (as has been 
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elfewhere faid upon another Occafion*) to 
{trike out the Images. of his Mind ata Heat, 
in the anoft natural Horm and Symmeuy, 
in the moft fignificant Circumttances at 
once ; feldom allowing Leifure for the Wri- 
ter to,doat upon, or dream over his Work: 
neither to diiguite it with. the Conceptions 
of other Men, nor to deform it with Chi- 
metas of his own.” » Hence are they pre- 
ferred: by many Critics, to difcover the 
genuine Abilities of an Author, before his 
more dilatory. and aécumulated Produe- 
tions. 

Thefe; befides many other Arguments 
which might be deduced from the commo- 
dious Brevity, the vaft: Choice, or Variety 
of well-written Pamphlets, more-particu- 
larly. their regretted. Difperfion, Coniump- 
tion) and Obfcurity; but, above all, the 
many furprifing fcenes to be unfolded, and 
brought in View, by felect and. public Col- 
leétions, from the rich but difregarded Store, 
are, insmy Opinion, {ufficient Kecommen- 
dationsito,the Encouragement of iueh a Re- 
vival, » What few Attempts have-hitherto 
been made, feem: ¢ither of a thort-fighted 
Naturé,-or of one too unbounded. ‘Thus

the Specches and Ordinances of Parliament, 
in a few Years of K.-Charles I. As the 
Colleétions in K. Char/es Il. and K. Wal- 
ham’s Reigns, contain only fome State- 
Tract$. of' thofeé’ Timés. - And, for Zohn 
Dunton’s Collection, it might have fucceed- 
ed better, had he.not been/for rambling into 
foreign, or heavy and unaffecting Subjects, 
But the Undertaking moft likely to fucceed, 
is,one, wholly unconfined, as.to. Time, and 
only confined to Matter domettically appli- 
cable; provided the Undertaker chutes ju- 
dicioufly his Materials,, And, certainly, the 
Public might foon be, obliged with a very 
valuable Collection, if im thofe.

And uch, among others, are the Adyans 
tages. promifed: us by the, prefent PHOE- 
NIX; which, if it-ever grows into a Vol- 
ume, and is accommodated with a.compleat 
Index, 1 cannot help fancying, we {hall im- 
agine ourfelyes led into new and untrodden 
Paths ; into Regions of neglected but nota- 
ble Intelligence, which, having lain long 
dormant, and widely remote from ordinary 
Obtervation, will look like a fudden Ref- 
urrection of Charaéters and Defcriptions, 
Schemes and Difcoveries; or rather a Kind 
of Re-Creation of them im the Land of Lit- 
erature; So. that it may yield the beft 
Comment upon paft Times, and» become 
the grand Expofitor of anany, Incidents, 
which General Hiftorians are either wholly 
ignorant of, or very fuperficially mention. 

Thus, my Lorp, you have the free, but 
undigetted Thoughts of one totally difin- 
terefted in the Undertaking aforefaid, and 
no otherwife concerned for. the fame, than 
as a Well-wifher to what I cannot but 
think may be of public Utility; And the 
jufter Title: they may have to your favour-

IL. 
THE LOTUS AND THE SUN. 


One of the moft brilliant imaginings of 
Grecian ‘polytheifm, fo finely intitated by 
the Latin poets, was that which reprefents 
the Sun (Po%Bo¢ ’AdéAA WY) extinguifhing 
his fires every’evening in the vaft Ocean, 
father ‘of all fprings' and rivers; and then, 
inthe ‘morning, appeating upon a radiant 
chariot, from the humid depths of his bed, 
to diftribute light over the world— 


cone “lux immenfi publica mundi ;” 


“* while,” continues Ovid, *f the {wift cour- 
fers of the Sun, Pyroéis, Eous, Aithon, and 
the fourth: Phlegon, fill the air with their 
flaming neighing, and reject with their hoofs 
all bounds:” 


“Interea volucres Pyroéis, et Eous et Afthon, 
Solis equi, quartufque Phlegon, hinnitibas auras 
Flammiferis implent, pedibufque repagula pul- 

fant.”’* 

The ancient Egyptians, who had a‘hor- 
ror of the fea, allegorized the brightnefs and 
the ferting of the Sun by a no le{s charming 
image : 

“The lotus,” fays Pliny, after having 
defcribed the tree of this name which grows 
in the environs of Carthage, in the quick- 
fands of Africa, ‘is alfo a plant which has 
its origin in Egypt, and belongs to the wa~ 
ter-plants.¢ Tradition tells wonderful things 
of it. The leaves bend and clofe at the fet- 
ting of the Sun, and open'when he appears 
upon the, horizon, until, having arrived at 
maturity, the flower, which is white, falls,” 
(** Eft autem eodem nomine et herba, et in 
Egypto caulis in paluftrium genere.... . 
mirum eft quod preter hee traditur: Sole

The Egyptians, who were attentive and 
religious obfervers of all. the phenomena 
peculiar to their country, thought they 
could not do better, in remarking the fin- 
gular habits of this plant, whofe leaves float 
with fuch myiterious grace upon the furface 
of the ponds and brooks, than to fymbolize 
by the changes of its flower the. periodic 
departure and return of the Sun. .The 
Chriftian Gnoftics adopted, later, the Keliac 
emblem of the Egyptians, in extending it 
alfo to'fome other divinities, who, by their 
attributes, might ferve equally to charaéter- 
ize the Sun. | Montfawcon has preferved 
for us the picture of an abraxas, in which 
Harpocrates, the god of Silence, is feen im 
profile, fitting wpon the lotus-flower, hold- 
ing a finger of his right° hand upon his 
mouth, and having in his left hand a whip. 
The item of the lotus reits upon the back 
of a ‘lion.. Behind Harpocrates, upon the 
right, is'a creicent. ‘The head. of the lion 
is furmounted with a ftar, and ‘under’ his 
ftomach is a fort’ of trident fixed upon. a 
{mall crofs.t

Te women who, in our day; pafs fome 
leifure hours at the firefide or in the open 
air in embroidering, and who, inftead? of 
throwing their fkeins of worfted into the 
drawer of a work-table;‘arrange them ac- 
cording to fhades of color in ‘one of ‘thofe 
little fancy bafkets of ftraw, with many com- 
partments, are ‘probably ignorant that’ this

Ka/.a00¢ by the Greeks, a term which was 
alfo applied, to the,capital of a column, and 
80a, vate in which, water, and, wine were 
placed: te (cool; qualus or gualum, among 
the Latins, who, borrowing the name from 
the Greeks, made of it, calathus,.a bafket 
ox hamper ufed in the vintage, and alfo the 
hafket'in, which cheefe is drajned. 

iy Fagtiglati,| in. his Lenzcon, tells.us that 
“the! cafathus,,made of willow, or, more 
generally iof any flexible twigs, was round 
in ‘form, narrow at the bottom, widening 
by degrees, and ending ina larger opening, 
like the fleur-de-as, which Pliny,” he adds, 
$fqompares to the calathus.” 

od Sueh,. im fact, is the defcription. which 
Pliny. gives of, the fate Ny “* whofe 
deaves,” he fays,‘‘ narrow’ at. their com- 
mencement, and, ftriated on. the ‘outfide, 
énlarge’. little, by little, in the. form of a 
sup, which bends over,upon itfelf”’— 


“effizie Calathi refupinis”* 


o-The text, as we fee; has talathus; but, 
asi the word fignifies at once cup and ‘ba/- 
‘het or hamper, we:cannot affirm that Pliny 
‘meant by this comparifon to defignate the 
ba/ket of Minerva; 

However that maybe, the fhape of the 
Kkadn0og was: evidently taken from that of 
the fleur-de-lis, or from the leaves of the 
acanthus, which make the capital of the 
Corinthian column. 

The bafket of Minerva was made of 
twigs, and perhaps alfo of ftraw; at leaft 
we know of no’paffage of the claflics which 
authorizes .usitothink the oppofite,:. Itiwas 
in fuch that the daughters and‘ daughters- 
in-law of ‘old Priam;::and the: matrons of 
Greece ‘and Rome, following the example 
of the wife goddefs, placed their {pools, 
needles, canvas, and worfted. 

‘Never had Camilla, of the Volfcian

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nation, aceuftomed her womanly hands to 
the ufe of the diftaff, or the bafket of Mi 
nerva”— 
Non illa colo, calathifve Minerve 
Femineas aijueta manus” — 


“but fhe was hardened to the fatigues of 
war, and her rapid feet defied the winds in 
eetnefs,”’* 

“© Ah, Neobule,’” cries, in Horace, a 
young girl of this name, complaining to 
herfelf of her troubles, in long and fhort 
lonic verfes, “‘ the winged child of Venus 
takes the fpindle from your fingers; the 
brightnefs of the image of Hebrus of Lipa- 
reus has difgufted you with the laborious 
duties of Minerva”? 

. tibi qualum Cytheree 
Puer ales, tibi telas, operofaque Minerve 
Studium aufert, Neobule, Liparzi nitor Hebri.”+ 


The writer who, in the Encyclopedia of 
Diderot, has given a, few lines—too few, it 
feems—to the panier de Minerve, concludes 
with this ungracious Laconifm: “‘ There is 
no lack of Neobules.” ~ And yet are. there 
not many who, from being preoccupied with 
fome Hebrus, are thus ftimulated to ‘‘ the 
laborious tafks of Minerva?” The enchant- 
ing image hovers over the embroiderers, 
without caufing a fingle ‘falfe ftitch in the 
work commenced and. purfued under fuch 
happy aufpices. And is it not to her that 
we owe fo often, that exquifite tafte in de- 
tail, and that delicate and marvellous finifh, 
which characterize a tafk performed, we 
may fay, con amore ?

The work, in fact, by mere 
lapfe of time, has loft a great deal. of its 
merit; and this maiterpiece, illuitrated by 
Holbein, fo full of wit and {fpirit, is. no 
longer any thing but a fomewhat ordinary 
lucubration) which the molt determined 
philojogifts confefs, when they {peak in 
good faith, is almoft infipid. 

This is not becaufe Erafmus has not 
“infinite wit.”-—*‘ Either you are Erafmus 
or you are the devil,” faid Thomas More 
to him one day, when Erafmus had called 
upon him zacognito, But the temperament 
of his nature was modefation. ‘Non amo 
veritatem feditiofam, he often faid. ‘This 
paints him better than the faying which 
efeaped from him upon the marriage of 
CEcolampadius, and which nearly coft him 
his life: ‘‘ The Lutheran tragedies always 
end in a marriage.” Affable and generous 
before every thing elit, he loved to rail 
without bitternefs. Thus his irony is gen- 
erally wanting in the pitilefs edge which 
wounds incurably.  Thé Praife of Folly 
is, however, ‘ftill fpoken of} becaufe' the 
name of Erafmus is conneéted with it, by an 
immenfe fucceflion of controverfy, furprife, 
and {candal, the tumult of which drowned 
the much more legitinrate noife of his other 
works, fo full of valt and folid learning, and 
into which only {cholars now deign to fome+ 
times calt a glance. 

[.et us mention here only the collection 
of Apophthegms, and that of Adages. 
Who has)readsthenn through ?, Who takes 
the trouble to run through them, unlefs 
fuch 4 chance.as is always happening in the 
life of a literary man, or the defire or heed 
of deciding an etymology, of verifying a

tion, a novelty, a charm, and an originality, 
which gain upon ‘the reader, but-which can 
hardly be-exprefled. The two books, though 
ftuffed full of Latin tin€tured with Greek, 
pleafe as much by their manner. as their 
matter,’ The intereft is graduated with 
the art which refults from method. | Hav- 
ing once commenced, we boldly continue 
to turn the léaves.
